The State centered its attack on 
Lioyd, the most prominent of the 
defendants. He was charged with 
openly advocating a i revolution 
against the government and was al- 
leged to have said that banks should 
be blown open to get money to 
finance the revolution and armories 
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should be rified for ammunition.

MEXICANS PLAY 
QUEER POLITICS 


Hard for Americans to Under- 
stand Methods. 


Writer Explains Actions of 
Ambassador Fletcher. 


How America Brought Out 
Gen. Obregon. 


(EXCLUSIVE DISPATCH. | 

This is the second of a series of 
articles by a Times staff writer, pre- 
Viously familiar with the customs and 
conditions of Mexico, who has just 
returned from the country which has 
recently undergone another of its 
frequent changes of “government.”

NEW FORK, Aug. 2.—Politics In 
Mexico is personal and perfervid. 
The Mexican igas incapable of over- 
powering enthusiasm for a party 
platform as the American is in- 
capable of poise-shattering affection 
for a party candidate. 

The Mexican has no word ‘for 
“hurrah,” as we have no words for 
“viva” and “muera,” and the latter 
is an* index to the Latin tempera- 
ment; it means “death.” So when a 
Mexican shouts “Muera Obregon!” 
it's a personal matter with him and 
strictly on the level. He is whole- 
heartedly earnest about jt and en- 
tirely disposed to end Obregon’s life 
as well as his political activities. 

It is dificult to imagine a crowd 
of American voters frantically 
shrieking “Long live Rutherford B. 
Hayes,” or “Death to Samuel J. Til- 
den.” It is equally. impossible to 
fancy a mob of Mexican constituents 
thoughtfully studying a political 
Platform and_arriving at a decision 
regarding their ballot box allegiance. 

LEADERS OF PARTIES. 

In considering the internal polit- 
ical situation of Mexico, therefore, an 
observer must study the persons 
heading the parties, and not the an- 
nounced purpose of the parties. 
This naturally, brings us to Alvaro 
Obregon, inevitable successor to the 
Presidency of Mexico and dominant 
figure beyond the southern horizon 
of the United States. 

How did Obregon happen to be- 

come the outstanding figure in 
Mexico? The answer discloses the 
extent to which Washington in- 
fitiences Mexican politics and also re- 
| veals the futile uncertainty of Amer- 
ican participation in foreign affairs 
on our own continent. 
When the powers at Washington 
decided that Carranza must go be- 
cause of his anti-American financial 
Policies and his pro-German activi- 
tiles during the war they cast about 
the dwindling roster of capable Mex- 
icans for a successor.

FPLETCHER’S DEBP GAME. 


Fietcher played a deep and effec- 
tive game in Mexico. To gain the 
confidence of the inner circle of 
Mexican authorities he found it nec- 
essary to impress them with an in- 
difference to American interesis tn 
that country. Fletcher ignored the 
American colony, American interests, 
and American lives, beyond a per- 
functory protest at the endless 
assagsinations. 
He catered to Luis Cabrera, secre- 
tary of treasury, and guiding genius 
of the administration. He never 
accepted one invitation to an Ameri- 
ean function. or showed one bit of 
interest in American affairs. social, 
industrial, or financial. 
He incurred the loathing of every 
American in Mexico, but he won the 
confidence of Cabrera, and he 
achieved hig purpose, which was to 
circumvent Von Eckhardt and the 
pro-Germanism of the Carranzistas. 
I am told that Fletcher wept as he 
paced the floor of his offite at the 
United States Embassy at the 
thought of the hatred borne for him 
by Americans.

“Until 1 die of old age,” was the 
reply. 

Upon hia arrival here and on 

numerous occasions since then, he 
has clamly announced that it was 
not dangerous to jump from one 
plane to another, or to perform 
other hair-raising stunts. He said 
that his aerial antics have never 
given him a good thrill.

They served together in the Army, 
had performed all their stunts to- 
gether and when Locklear was of- 
fered a big film contract he, was 
accompanied to Los Angele by 
Elliott. 
Reports that the fatal plunge was 
due to engine trouble were denied 
by J. H. Buffum of 1718 Vine street, 
who said the engine was running 
when the plane hit the ground. He 
said it was due to a flare on one of 
the wings burning the wire which 
controlled the tip of the wing. 
Lieut. Locklear was 27 years old 
and was born in Como, Tex. His 
father is John Locklear, a wealthy 
retired rancher. Locklear had been 
in the Army aviation service for 
three years. It was while he was 
fiving at Barron Field at Fort Worth 
that he met Elliott. 

Locklear served most of his time 
in the Army in America... Later he 
went to England, where he instruct- 
ed the Britieh aviators in a new 
method of bombing land troops 
from the air. Upon his return to 
America he was discharged from the 
Army, and in May, 1919, while at- 
tencine the Pan-American Aero- 
nautical Convention at Atlantic City, 
he performed for the first time in 
the history of aviation his plane- 
changing stunt. Since then he had 
made 262 successful plane changes. 

He came to Los Angeles tn Au- 
gust, 1919, and produced his first 
picture, “The Great Alr Robbery.” 
He had been employed by the Fox 
Film Company for the last two 
months.

The Late Marquis of Queensberry.

Percy Sholto 
Douglas, ninth Marquis of Queens- 
berry, is dead here, according to 
announcement. 

The ninth Marquis of Queensberry 
was born October 13; 18686, succeed- 
ing to the title upon the death of 
his father in 1900. He was former- 
ly midshipman in the British navy 
and later was Heutenant the 
Third Battalion of the King’s Own 
Scottish Borderers. He was twice 
married and is survived by two sons 
and one daughter. 

His eldest son, Francis Archibald 
Kelhead Douglas, Viscount Drumilan- 
rig, will sueceed to the title. The 
new Marquis was born January 17, 
1896, and fought during the World 
War as a member of the famous 
Black Watch, being wounded in’ ac- 
tion in 1917.

During most of his life 
he was poor in money, elthough rich 
in family, dignity and honors.

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CHAPLIN’S WIFE 
ASKS DIVORCE. 


Long-Expected Storm Breaks 
in Film Funster’s Home. 


Mate Says He Heaped Sorrow 
on Her by Mind Cruelty. 


Asks Injunction to Keep Him 
from Selling Film Shares. 


The storm that has hovered 
over the Charlie Chaplin house- 
hold for months past broke sud- 
denly late yesterday afternoon 


when Mrs. Mildred . Harris 
Chaplin filed suit for divorce on 
the grounds of extreme mental 
cruelty and-bodily injury. 

Mrs, Chaplin also asks that her 
husband be restrained from dispos- 
ing of his interest in certain motion- 
picture films and that he be required 
to account to the court for sums re- 
ceived by him on her account dur- 
ing their married life, and that if 
such sums are insufficient to enable 
her to live in her present station of 
life to make such order as the court 

equitable and just. A tempo- 
rary restraining order was issued by 
Presiding Judge Jackson and made 
returnable before Judge Taft on 
Monday. 

Mrs. Chaplin’s comp'aint, as filed 
by Attorney W. I. Gilbert, who ts 
associated in the action with the firm 
of Brader Lee, Bradner Lee, Jr., 
and Kenyon F. Lee, filis fourteen 
pages of typewritten paper, expound- 
ing the numerous incidents in her 
brief marital life that, she says, 
brought sorrow and a nervous col- 
lapse upon her. Her charges in 
abbreviated form are: 

That, following several absences 
from home, he insisted he would lite 
with her no longer and that she 
at once secure a divorce: 


That he refused to pay thelr 
household bills; 
That he falsely insinuated and 


stated to other people she was not 
a good woman: 

That he treated her guests disre- 
spectfully; 

That he behaved himself in a 
surly and selfish manner: 

That he refused to deliver to her 
her portion of the community prop- 
erty and likewise refused to inform 
her of.the community funds earned 
by him. 

That their marriage on October 
23, 1918, was kept secret for four 
months at the request of her hus- 
band, he stating that {if news of it 
became public it would seriously 
interfere with his professional 
career? 

“STAYED OUT NIGIITS." 


That four weeks after the mar- 
riage she wag taken to a hospital 
as a result of a nervous breakdown, 
news of the marriage leaked out at 
that time and as a fesult of the 
publication she suffered by her hus- 
band's course of conduct and criti- 
cisms regarding her film contract. 
which so upset her nerves that she 
was again confined to her bed: that 
following the incident her husband 
frequently stayed out until 3 and 4 
o'clock in the morning, and often 
times all night; 

That on the first Christmas Fve 
following their marriage she was 
still confined to her bed, but arose 
against her physician's wishes to be 
with her husband, but her iliness 
compelled her to return home at 
midnight and he refused to take her 
home and it was about 5 a.m. before 
he returned: 

That on Christmas morning he re- 
fused to look at thelr Christmas 


tree; 

That, though ft was their dArst 
Christmas together he humiliated 
her by not presenting her with a 
Christmas gift until] her friends had. 
departed, when he gave a check in 
lieu of a token of rernembrance: 
That, following Christmas, while 
she was stil! {ll and unable to work, 
they planned a trip to Mt. Lowe 
and despite her love for him he re- 
fused to accompany her to the re- 
sort, telling her it was necessary for 
him to be alone to rest himself, but 
that instead of resting himself he 
went to Coronado Beach and joined 
numerous other men and women in 
social gayety;

That, following this episode she 
went to New York upon the advice 
of her phyeicjan and though without 
funds, her husband, who was earning 
more than $100,000 a year, declined 
to send her any money in excess of 
$250, thus requiring her to secure 
funds by cashing checks; 

That a baby was expected in their 
family so she secured furniture for 
the nursery, Lut that Mr. Chaplin, 
upon being presented with the Dill, 
became very abusive and insisted he 
would not pay for ft, and that she 
then arranged to pay for it by in- 
etallments;

$50 weekly for expenses, but that he 
supplied this sum, for only a short 
time, which compelled her t® assume 
a contract with a film company So as 
to get money that she mighé_clothe 
hérself, and that priomto une ot 
the baby it was nec@ssary . her 
to resume work ae a film actress;

RISE OF THE ORGAN. 


BY FREDERIC J. HASKIN. 


WASHINGTON (D. C,) July 26.—

isted to fill in breathing spells in 
weddings, funerals aud sermona, has 
at last come into real populerity.

te has, after a thousand odd 


a livelier air, for all the world like 
« gray-haired bachelcr scientist who 
suddenly learns to (irt. 
The movies are, as everybod 
knows, responsible for the organ’s 
new mood. What is not so general 
ly known is that a remarkable in- 
terest in organ study is being mani- 
fested, and schools which teach or- 
gan playing expressly for the thea 
ter have sprung into existence. 
More pipe ergans are being built, 
too, though the cost of pipes is 


fore the big organ boom. The own- 
ers of moving-picture palaces do not 
seem to mind this. Five or six thou- 
sand dollars for an electric action, 
eighty-stop, guaranteed-not-to-break- 
down-often is a good invest- 
ment, if only for the fact that it 
gives the .theater publicity agent 
something new to write about. 

Thus, when the theater owner de- 
cides to install the biggést and most 
expensive organ in America—or. in 
the State or town—tbere is material 
for @ hot news item. When the in 
etrument is set up it is good for 
more snappy description and instruc- 
tive statistics. Then the theater en- 
cages & genius who wears a twelve 
shoe and can hit more pedals at a 
time than any other organist tn the 
country. And so it goes, The thea- | 
ter gets publicity, the patrons get. 
the musie and the organ gets out of 
repair with a frequency that would 
discourage anyone but a mevie mag 
nate. 

Church organs are usually visitet 
once a month by a repair man, tv 
keep them in playing order, but the 
theater instrument has te be loeokod 
over once a week, amd the repairer | 
is called in from one to three times 
a week besides to take care of unex. 
pected casualties. This is all « 
part of the upKeep of the theater, 
end one of the numerous factors 
¥Lich help to boost the price of 4 
moyie ticket. 

The theater organ does not suffer 
from being in a damp and unheated 
hall six days in the week, as a 
church organ oftea does, but it is 
worked hard, so that ite parts wear 
out faster. Withal, its lifetime at hard 
labor fs estimated at twenty-five 
years. By that time, the theater 
magnates figure, the vogue of the 
organ may give place to a leaning 
toward the aceordion or the xglo- 
phone. 

And speaking of xylophones, the 
theater organ has special attach- 
ments which the conservative 
church Mstrument never dreamed 
of. The organ is an imitator. A 
lengthy pipe of wood gives an en- } 
tirely different character of tone 
from a similar pipe of tin or lead, 
end a short, thick gives a still 
different variation, so that from the 
pipes the organ gets not only its 
eifferent notes, but also the differ- 
ent tones, resembling the oboe, flute. 
violin and other instruments. O* 
all the pieces in an orchestra the 
violin hag been the most difficult to 
reproduce on an organ, and it is one 
of the more recent tones represent- 
eq on the stops. The xylophone 
stop, of which we started to speak, 
ia a neW and strictly theatrical at- 
tachment, as are siops giving the 
effect of drums, bells and other ac. 
eessories of an orchestra, With al! 
these devices the movie organ is an 
erchestra tn itself, and some instru- 
ments are provided for extra emer 
tencies by stops representing wind, 
rain and thunder.

“HELD BY THE ENEMY.” 


r 
QUALITY MARKS PRODUCTIO 
OF CIVIL WAR ROMANCE, 


By Edwin Schallert. 


Romances of the Civil War days 
so often lack real vital feeling in 
mood and setting that their effect is 
lost on the modern audience, which 
loves a sentiment they know and un- 
derstand, but “Held By the Enemy,” 
which is showing this week at Grau- 
man’s, mamtains a grip on those 
things which are interesting and hu- 
man in any agé. Consequently it 
may be classed with tife sovereign 
productions of the type, both in the 
well-knit force of its drama, and 
in the quality of its romantic 
episodes. There are some theatrical 
missteps on the way, perhaps, but 
the general tendency of the play is 
along the pathway iliuminated by the 
intimate gleams of heart interest. 
The situation where the girl seeks 
to guard the dying soldier is lifted 
to the heights of tiner drama by the 
repression in the acting of the 
various members of the cast. It is 
in this repression that the strongest 
appeal of the play les, because it 
links a story of the past with the 
more modern conception of acting. 
This quality is generally manifest 
in the interpretations of the various 
members oc the cast, but especially 
in the instance of Lewis Stone, Agnes 
Ayres and Jack Holt. Miss Ayres 
reveals a most interesting personality 
and charm in this, the first feature 
she has made since coming West. 
The oddest character bit that has 
been presented in some time is that 
of Walter Hiers as the correspondent 
for a weekly publication. It's a lit- 
tle difficult to reconcile your precon- 


ceived idea of Hiers with his por- 


trayal.of a rotund poetical-looking 
gentleman, but he manages to make 
some of his scenes very effective, 
despite a certain burlesquerie. Rob- 
Josephine Crowell and 
others merit of special mention. 

In its portraiture and settings this 
Lasky production is a worthy compli- 
ment to a famed stage play, and it 
actually brings to the audience the 
time of ringlets and rosejars in a 
manner that does not seem foreign. 

Dance specialities that reveal 
rather a weak blending of interpre- 
tation and music do not add greatly 
to the appeal of the incidental at- 
tractions. The choice of the “Eve- 
ning Star” as the melody for a 
sort of transcendental shadow dance 
with semibarbaric trimmings is 
hardly au fait, or whatever you may 
wish to call it. 

The Spenser Kellys sing several 
Old-fashioned numbers in an old- 
fashioned way to introduce the pic- 
ture feature.

As far as most of us 
are concerned they don't need to put 
on another record for the present 
if they only give us the old one with 
a few variations. 

I believe this latest picture is even 
more clever than their first five- 
reeler.

ECHEGARAY DRAMA 
IN FILM VERSION. 


That. idealism—typically foreign 
—which can make a trifle grow in- 
to a thing of tremendous power is 
reflected from the screen of Clune’s 
Broadway this week in a very beau- 
tifully-garbed transcription of 
Echegaray’'s drama, “The World 
and His Wife.” Even in the screen 
version is the elaborate and in- 
genious, though perfectly disguised, 
technique of a great dramatist re- 
vealed. 

The story, if you happen to re- 
member it, deals with the hydra- 
headed growth of slander. We 
have a simple fact around which 
the swirling maelstrom of the ef- 
fect of suggestive words gains force 
at each revolution. That fact is 
merely that a man of middle age 
marries a young girl. It so hap- 
pens that another ‘man comes to 
visit the home. The girl, who is 
a sculptress, models him, and owing 
to the husband’s many affairs of 
business the two are frequently in 
each other’s company. 

Merely a chance word of a man 
of the world started the gossip that 
sent forth curling wreaths of smoke 


where there was absolutely no 
flame. So the answer is a semi- 
tragedy, with death for the hus- 


band, and a shred of possible hap- 
piness left for the lover out of the 
torn tapestries of disillusionment. 

Alma Rubens makes a lovely 
picture as the wife, while Montague 
Love is an interesting and convinc- 
ing figure as the husband. Other 
very capable players are in the 
cast. 

“The World and His Wife” deals 
in the foreign elements of fatalism 
and consequently may not réach as 
wide an-audience as the popular 
type of story, and its idgalism and 
the quality of the natural settings 
should gain favor.

eral labor conciliator, who is to 
meet today in San Francisco with 
the mediation commission appointed 
by President Wilson, expressed the 
opinion that all branches of labor 
represented by the oil workers in 
the California fields will get increased 
wage for the fiscal year beginning 
July 1, last. 

The commission has for the past 
ten days been engaged in classifying 
the different work in the oil fields 
and that has been completed.

Capt. Connell stated that the con- 
stantly increasing cost of living Is 
responsible for the proposed advance 
in the scale of wages to be paid more 
than 20,000 workers in the Califor- 
nia ofl] fields for the coming year. He 
deciared there is no sign of any bit- 
terness in the situation, as both sides 
had agreed that an increase must 
come, and it now is only a question 
of securing an agreement as to what 
the exact figures shall be.
